5-Day Weather Forecasts 


It Will Keep Results Secret for at Least a Year, 


Then, if Method Works, Will Put It 
to Public Use.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., May 21.— 
The Federal Government and the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technol- 
ogy have decided to take a shot at 


long-range weather forecasting. 
Government and M. I. T. weather 
specialist, colloborating, will begin 
this summer to make five-day fore- 
casts, which will be kept secret un- 
der lock and key for at least a 
year, After that, if the predictions 
hold up, the weather men will 
come out into the open with what 
they have to say. : ; 

Improvement in meteorological 
technique hag led weather special- 
ists to think the time is ripe for 
their attempt to long-range fore- 
casting, an idea ridiculed only a few 
years ago. The key is believed to 
lic in a complete understanding of 
the influence on weather of the 
movement of free air in the higher 
levels above the earth, anywhere 
from 2000 to 20,000 feet. 

Under this idea, the atmosphere 
is regarded from a three-dimension- 
al viewpoint, and the five-day fore- 


casts will be based on information 
from all over the United States, 
giving surface weather conditions, 
conditions at various levels up to 
the height an lane can fly, and 
statistical analyses put together 
from these factors. 

Th hope of the weather men that 
they may be able to predict gen- 
eral trends for as much as a year 
in advance—whether the coming 
months will be wet or dry, wheth- 
er rains will come early or late— 
is based.on the premise that the 
behavior of large bodies of upper 
air, such as the Atlantic or Pacif- 
ic high pressure zones, would re- 
veal, if accurately charted, obedi- 
ence to certain predictable seasonal 
fluctuations indicative of forthcom- 
ing long-term weather variations. 

Last’\December, Dr. Willis R. 
Gregg, chief of the United States 
Weather Bureau, at a conference 
with M. L T. weather spe 
said that recent research improve- 
ments justified the hope that “with- 
in a year or two the Government 
would be able to make accurate 
weekly to 10-day predictions.”

PORTLAND, Ore, May 21. — 
Henry L. Hess, 48-year-old attorney 
backed by organized labor and two 
New Deal leaders, won the Demo- 
cratic primary contest today from 
Gov, Charles H. Martin, fiery oppo- 
nent of what he called “labor ter- 
rorists.” 

The Governor, who retired from 
the army a decade ago as a major- 
general, conceded defeat in his bid 
for renomination when he saw 
Hess’ lead grow to 3890 votes, with 
only 332 small precincts missing. 

The yote on which Martin sur- 
rendered was 49,046 for Hess to 45,- 
156 for himself in 1349 of the State’s 
1681 precincts. This put Hess, a 
former State Senator and compara- 
tively unknown in many parts of 
Oregon, into the November general 
election against a former school 
teacher, Charlies A. Sprague, who 
is editor of the capital’s morning 
newspaper, the Salem Statesman.

INVADERS ‘GOING 

TO HANKOW’ 

So Says Gen. Hata, Com- 
mander in Central China 
—Capture of Defending 
General Announced.

driving westward from conquered 
Suchow, reported tonight that Chi- 
nese resistance along the Lunghal 
railroad wags rapidly crumbling. 

Major-General Shunroku Hata, 
commander of Japan’s armies in 
Central China, belittled China’s de- 
fensive strength and declared “we 
intend to go to Hankow.” 

The General's statement to an As- 
sociated Press correspondent was 
the first he hag given a foreign 
newspaper man since assuming hig 
command. 

One of Gen. Hata’s staff offi- 
cers, Col, Tan Takahashi, former 
Japanese military attache at Peip- 
ing, denounced Gen. Chiang Kai- 
shek. He said: 

“IT believe the first success of 
Japanese soldiers in cutting the 
Lunghai before the capture of Su- 
chow was an act of God, in re- 
taliation for Chiang Kai-shek’s 
cruelty in seeking to remove his 
own troops (regular central army 
divisions) from Suchow and leave 
provincials to defend the city to 
the last. 

“On May 13 and 14, Chiang Kai- 
shek assembled 80 trains on the 
Lunghai to get his own army safe- 
ly away. Some did get away. But 
a group of Japanese volunteers on 
May 14 reached the Lunghai east 
of Tangshan and blew up a rail- 
road bridge. 

“There are still 15 central army 
divisions in the Suchow area among 
40 divisions trapped.” 

Capture of Suchow. 

Officers said the capture of Su- 
chow, which joined Japan’s con- 
quests in North and Central China, 
was part of a general plan. 

Major-General Torashiro Kawabe, 
who commanded Japanese troops in 
North China at the time: hostilities 
broke out there 10 months ago, 
said: “The Japanese strategy was 
that of attracting the largest pos- 
sible number of Chinese troops in 
the Suchow area and then striking 
a mortal blow. 

“This has been done. A military 
encirclement has been achieved 
which, as regards this form of strat- 
egy, has no equal in the world’s 
military history.” 

Gen, Hata smiled at suggestions 
of a collapse of Chinese resist- 
ance, . 

“It was not a matter of China’s 
resistance, everything considered,” 
he declared, “but of the superior 
strategy and rapidity of Japan’s ad- 
vance.” 

Chinese General Captured. 

The Japanese announced they 
had captured Gen. Tan Tao-yuan, 
commander-in-chief of China's 
Twenty-Second Army, near Subh- 
gien, north of Suchow. 

(Japanese at Peiping said all sur- 
vivors of Gen. Tan's staff also were 
captured when Japan's forces seized 
his headquarters 25 miles east of 
Suhsien. Army communiques there 
said military rail traffic from Tien- 
tsin to Suchow would be estab- 
lished Sunday or Monday “and very 
soon beyond Suchow.” Dispatches 
to Peiping reported seizure of 1600 
undamaged railroad cars and 30 lo- 
comotives near Suchow.) 

Japanese military dispatches late 
tonight reported occupation of 
three towns between Kweiteh and 
Langfeng, west of Suchow along 

the Lunghai, 

They said two Chinese divisions 
retreated, leaving 800 dead, 

The fall of Lanfeng, Japanese 
gaid, was imminent and the next 
objective would be Kaifeng, about 
180 miles inland from Suchow. 

Neihwang station, near Lanfeng, 
changed hands in pitched battles 
twice during the day, as Japanese 
planes rained bombs on towns all 
along the Lunghai west of Suchow. 

Southeast of Suchow, where many 
of the fallen city’s defenders filed, 
Japanese reported tens of thou- 
gands of Chinese were groping 
leaderless for an opening to the 
West, their only hope of escape. 
But, the Japanese said, “a solid 
wall” of Japanese guns is waiting.

Order to Disarm Peasants, 

The Federal Defense Ministry 
strengthened garrisons around Las 
Palomas, Cedillo’s estate, and were 
ready to begin disarming peasants 
in accordance with Cardenas’ or- 
ders. 

Most of the agrarian followers of 
Cedillo, however, were thought to 
have fled from the estate and into 
the Huasteca hills, where guerrilla 
tactics would be most effective, 

Government quarters seemed 
quietly confident the uprising 
would be quelled quickly. 

“The day when rebellion could be 
expected to succeed in Mexico is 
over,” one spokesman said. Modern 
weapons, he asserted, gave the 
Government army a heavy advan- 
tage. 

Cedillo Thursday night declared 
he was ready to “repel all aggres- 
sion” and said the Mexican people 
were “tired of the infamous dic- 
tatorship, with Communistic trim- 
mings, that is putting an end to all 
sources of wealth and submerging 
the country in ruin and misery.” 

Cardenas, radical leader of the 
nation’s program of socialization 
exemplified on March 18 Gov- 
ernment expropriation of reign- 
owned oil properties, had: accused 
Cedillo of plotting rebellion. Cedillo 
denied the charge. 

Reported Incriminating Papers. 

In Mexico, D. F., a high Govern- 
ment official said the Government 
had in its possession documents in- 
dicating Cedillo had sought the aid 
of the expropriated foreign oil in- 
dustry in carrying out his revolu- 
tion against Cardenas. 

This official said the documents 
showed further than Cedillo had 
promised the oil companies the re- 
turn of their properties in return 
for their aid. He said the papers 
incriminated several high-placed 
persons in Mexico City, but he 
gave no names, 

' Cardenas has charged that the 
oil companies sought to overthrow 
the Government to further their 
cause in Mexico. This charge was 
denied by the companies. 

By presidential decree, Cardenas 
on March 18 took over the 18 Amer- 
ican and British oil companies that 
make up the nation’s $400,000,000 
foreign-owned petroleum industry. 
The expropriation was a step in 
the Leftist President’s program of 
Mexico for Mexicans, opposition to 
which caused Cedillo’s resignation 
as Secretary of Agriculture in the

DEPUTY FIRES PISTOL 
IN CHILE'S CONGRESS 


Bomb Exploded During Leftist 
Demonstration at Santiago 
-——Many Arrests. 


By the Associated Press. 

SANTIAGO, Chile, May 21.—A 
Leftist demonstration at which a 
Nazi deputy fired a pistol today 
marked the opening of Chile’s Con- 
gress. A bomb exploded in the 
palace garden during the tumult. 

The shouting, jeering demonstra- 
tors interrupted Presidente Arturo 
Alessandri Palma after he began 
his speech opening the session. He 
resumed after a short delay, 

Two deputies were arrested, 

Upon entering the congressional 
assembly.Allesandri was greeted by 
the demonstrators shouting “Down 
with the President.” 

Because of the uproar, Govern- 
ment authorities were forced to cut 
short a broadcast of the President's 
speech over an international hook- 
up, including United States sta- 
tions. 

Bedlam reigned as Centrists and 
Rightists tried to silence the loudly 
shouting Leftists. 

Deputy Jorge Gonzales, one of 
the two Nazi members of the 
Chamber, pulled out a pistol and 
fired a wild shot. 

The commander of the carabin- 
eros, Gen. Arteagada, handed Gon- 
gales over to the municipal police, 
but not before the Nazi Deputy had 
been pummeled by other members 
ef the Assembly.

This year’s sowing is lagging behind last 
year’s figures. Bolshevik editorials blame 
bad organization, and “failure to liquidate 
the consequences of sabotage.” Farm man- 
agers, more quietly, refer to the late. spring

lan countryside this spring. The Ukraine es- 
caped the worst effects of the 1936 drouth, 
and last year harvested more grain than 
the warehouses could hold or the railroads 
move.

PHILADELPHIA, May 21.—For- 
mer President Herbert Hoover took

i. memorial. He deciared that “if 
we waked Franklin up and walked 
him around here for a few days 
we might not quiet him down for 
the next 142 years,” but “from the 
sthaulus to his magnificent sense 
of humor, he might just laugh.” 
Hoover attacked Government 
spending, relief, the farm program, 
public works, devaluation and busi- 
ness regulation, using quotations 
from Franklin‘on these subjects. 
Admitting that he once delivered 
a schoolboy oration on the life of 
the Colonial statesman, Hoover de- 
clared: “I even substantiated Ben’s 
view that we could all become 
healthy, wealthy and wise if we got 
up early in the morning. I haven't 
been so sure about it of late years, 
for I have not been able to find 
anyone else around then except the 


police. 
Franklin’s Advice. 

“I also supported Franklin in the 
theory that you got what we now 
call social security by saving pen- 
nies and producing more. That 
was before we discovered the theory 
of restricted production and spend- 
ing ourselves into prosperity.” 

Franklin issued wise advice on 
the cure of economic depressions, 
Hoover said. “He asked ‘what sig- 
nify wishing and hoping for better 
times?’ He asserted that ‘we may 
make these times better if we be- 
stir ourselves’ and produce. He 
knew none of the joys of planned 


also had “defeatist 
ideas 4 about extremes in public 
works,” Hoover declared, having 
once odbserved that “it is earier to 
build two chimneys than to keep 
one in fuel.” His opinion of bor- 
rowing-and debts, private and pub- 
lie, “taxed his abundant command 
of expression” because “to him they 
were the road of sorrow, a vice 
more vicious than lies, and in gen- 
eral the destroyers of liberty.” 


As to Money Standard. 

Franklin also believed firmly in 
a fixed standard of money, declar- 
ing that “any alteration would be 
followed by great confusion and 
detriment to the state.” Franklin 
“was naturally unfamiliar with the 
recent theory and practice in coin- 
age,” Hoover observed. 

Hoover quoted Franklin’s state- 
ment that “he that kills a breeding 
sow destroys all her offspring to 
the thousandth generation.” The 
¢x-President’s reference was to the 
pig-killing campaign of 1933 as a 
surplus removing measure by the 
Agricultural Adjustment Adminis- 
tration. 

Benjamin Franklin “offers a pat- 
tern for life which combines per- 
sonal liberty and self-reliance with 
national order and well-being,” 
Hoover declared. 

“That is a safer pattern for the 
republic than that of those who, 
Promising an Utopia of comfort, 
demand also an end to liberty.”

Analyzing the present slump in 
Ohio, it is apparent that one rea- 
son for the swiftness of the de- 
cline’ in employment is the depend- 
ence of industry in this State on 
the rise and fall of automobile pro- 
duction. Toledo, Akron, the: Ma- 
honing Valley and part of Cleve 
land itself, are geared to the mantu- 
facture of motors, There is little 
diversity in Ohio industry. For 
every man fired in Detroit, one or 
more men are laid off in Ohio, ~.. 

While dependence on automobile 
production has been increasingly 
evident throughout the country in 
recent years, it is particularly true 
in this State. More thah 48 per cent 
of all workérs in Cleveland are in 
manufacturing, mechanical and 
building industries. Only: Detroit 
exceeds this with 54 per cent while 
in New York the figure is 34.8, in 
Los Angeles 27 and St. Louis 42. 

And yet politically Ohio remains 
a rural State. That is the essential 
fact behind the acute relief crises 
that have recurred since 1936. The 
Legislature, or the House at any 
rate, is dominated by the rural 
counties. Rural legislators have re- 
peatedly refused to vote adequate 
lump sum appropriations for State 
aid to industrial cities administer- 
ing direct relief—relief that is above 
and beyond that dispensed by the 
Federal Government through the 
WPA, and allied agencies. Seven- 
teen million dollars—the amount 
needed to finish out the present 
year—is a staggering sum to a ru- 
ral legislator and relief takes on to 
him, as it does to the business man 
in Shaker Heights, the aspect of a 
big city racket. 

Legislature Gets Blame. 

What is more, according to 
Cleveland officiale, the Legislature 
has consistently refused to vote the 
legal changes which would make 
it possible for industrial cities to 
enter new fields of local taxation 
and raise their own funds, or a 
larger share. of them, for relief. 
They insist that the cities are not 
insolvent and that money could be 
raised if only permission could be 
obtained from the Legislature. 
Cleveland has, of course, a consid- 
erable debt burden and delinquent 
taxes at present amount to $90,- 
000,000. 

Mayor Harold Burton and Relief 
Commissioner Ramsey say that it 
would be possible to apply a city 
sales tax—there is already a State 
sales tax—or a special city tax on 
automobiles or on admissions or 
perhaps a combination of these 
various forms to raise about $3,- 
000,000, the city’s share for the bal- 
ance of the year. 

This rural-urban hostility is not 
by any means confined to Ohio.

Rural Area Suspects Cities. 

Then there are the rural counties. 
Eighteen are in white, with less 
than 5 per cent on W PA, and about 
25 others are cross-hatched very 
lightly, indicating between 5 and 
10 per cent on Federal relief rolls. 
These counties still have ample 
funds appropriated by the Legis- 
lature at a special session in the 
fall to last out the year. Some of 
them have only 200 or 300 on relief 
and more money than they know 
what to do with. And their repre- 
sentatives refuse to believe that 
Cleveland, Toledo anc Akron can 
be in need. There is a strong sus- 
picion’ that these industrial centers 
have squandered their funds. Boon- 
d is the word—pampering 
people on relief.

000 left in the relief till which it 
was thought would last through 
Monday. .Monday the Council] met 
and took $80,000 from regular city 
departments which would . be 
enough to hold out until perhaps 
the next Monday.

Landlords are being told that the 
city accepts a moral obligation to 
meet back rent if they will refrain 
from evicting relief clients.

To the winner of the award, Da- 
vid Cushman Coyle, an engineer 
and economist, the American Way 
means liberty founded on security, 
and this he defines as assurarice 
of food, medical care, and education 
for the child, freedom from fear 
and intimidation for the worker, 
safety from degradation and de- 
spair for the sick and aged. Such 
an ideal has not been attained, but, 
in the writer’s view, proper use of 
technological advances and creation 
of a strong government can achieve 
the goal. The people should not 
fear to set up and support a power- 
ful central authority, he says, and 
hold it responsible for the regula- 
tion of economic forces so all may 
be assured of ample opportunity to 
work. 

The contribution of Carl Dreher, 
also. an engineer, is a voice from 
the Left. He views American ideals 
as noble, but unrealized, dreams. 
“Indeed, the perversion of these 
ideals has helped to create and 
maintain human misery.” By es- 
tablishing proper social controls, he 
holds, we can “relieve the distribu- 
tive strangulation which now af- 
flicts the system,” and step up pro- 
duction to a point which will bring 
prosperity to all the people instead 
of a fraction. He favors a collectiv-

Carl Landauer, a German emigre 
who is professor of economics at 
the University of California, finds 
democratic government superior to 
the totalitarian forms because it is 
an order of political equality and 
also of social peace. He prizes 
highly its machinery for preserv- 
ing liberty and for effecting social 
reforms by peaceful means. Some 
changes are now fm order, he feels, 
particularly in the economic field, 
and a strong, socially conscious 
middle class is the best means to 
this end. To make these changes 
would be to strengthen democracy, 
and to create determined defenders 
of the system, without whom it can- 
not survive. 

Gerald W. Johnson of the Balti- 
more Sun editorial staff disposes of 
various myths that cluster around 
America’s traditions, and finds only 
two persisting ideas: the dignity of 
the individual and a reasonable re- 
spect for reality in politics. De 
mocracy and liberty are not basic, 
he feels, but are logical outgrowths 
of these. The individual and his 
vote rule, so liberty follows. The 
people’s sense of realism he con 
siders mightier than legislatures or 
courts in saying what laws shal 
prevail. Even if abuses and injus- 
tices exist, there is still hope “as 
long as no tyranny over the mind 
of man is erected here.”

The four are varying interpreta- 
tions, which perhaps do not clarify 
the phrase or form a simple and 
explicit credo, yet all are based up- 
on the same enduring fundamen- 
tals. It is significant that each 
writer, while éxalting the American 
ideal, yet finds reasons to criticise 
its execution more or less sharply.

Audiences were equally entranced 
by the religious pyrotechnics of 
Talmage and the atheistical stric- 
tures of Ingersoll... Presidents and 
statesmen shared honors with ma- 
gicians and trained dogs. Brass 
bands drew as large crowds as did 
Paderewski. The Chautauqua, in 
short, was a synthesis of the age 
wherein it flourished; and Miss 
MacLaren’s informal stud; of this 
representative phenomenon is a 
real addition to the social history 
of the United States.

Of a Dull King 


JAMES | OF ENGLAND, The Wisest Fool in try, 


Christendom. By Clara and: Hardy Stee- 
holm, (Covici-Friede, New York:) 


AMES STUART, of England 
J the first king of the name and 

of Scotland the sixth; is remem- 
bered chiefly for three things with 
which he had very little to do: he 
was the son of Mary Stuart, whose 
head was chopped off by Eliza- 
beth; he was the father of Charles; 
who was similarly disposed of by 
Cromwell; he sponsored the En- 
glish Bible. ' 

To complete his tale, it is only 
needful to recall that he was hard- 
ly aware of the colonies, established 
in his reign, from which this coun- 
try developed; he was on the wrong 
side of controversies with Parlia- 
ment and with Coke and the com- 
mon law; he cast off Francis Bacon 
for quite conventional corruption; 
he beheaded Sir Walter Ra- 
leigh; he seems not to have known 
much about Shakespeare (though 
he did know Ben Jonson); for most 
part, he preferred nincompoops to 
men of ability; and he was the ulti- 
mate reduction of the theory that 
some men are ordained of God to 
rule over other men. He was stuf- 
fy, opinionated, dogmatic; and it is 
beside the fact to argue that in his 
boots and in his day he could hard- 
ly have been anything else.

He was not, as Henry IV of 
France called him, “the wisest fool 
in Christendom”—a phrase which 
Clara and Hardy Steeholm have 
adopted for the subtitle of their 
new biography. He was not a fool, 
nor yet was he wise. A man of 
erudition for his day, canny, but 
of no particular ability, he did 
what he had to and could do within 
the limits of his laziness.

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Brings a Chinese Sage to Li 


MASTER KUNG. The Story of Confuelus. 
By Cari Crow. (Harper G& Gros., New 
York.) 


F Confucius, the Chinese sage 

and scholar, the Western world 

has known for more than a4 
century. Confucius, the man, has 
been little more than a vague, 4l- 
most mythical personage, the ab- 
stract source of the doctrines of 
Confucianism. The present work 
brings the man to life as vividly as 
if he had lived in modern times, 
instead of 2500 years ago. Having 
studied the accounts of Master 
Kung’s disciples and of later schol- 
ars, Carl Crow has been able to 
give an accurate picture of a far- 
sighted teacher and reformer who 
spent his life wandering about 
wangling for political appointments, 
and who died convinced that he 
was a failure because he did not 
obtain any ye, te eee posts.

He failed to receive appointments 
usually because his ideas were too 
advanced for governmental con- 
sumption, and threatened the con- 
temporary pork-barrels; sometimes 
because he was set in his ideas and 
declined to compromise. When past 
the age of 50 he obtained his one 
position of influence, with which 
he brought prosperity to the state 
and made his sovereign duke fore- 
ost in the kingdom. Then he 
abruptly walked out because the 
duke paid more attention to some 
dancing girls than to Master Kung. 

The sage was far from an 
ascetic, however. He never walked 
if he could ride, he liked good 
food, ginger root, and wine, but he 


he had acquired disciples and fame 
and began to seek an appointment 
that would allow him to put his 
theories into practical effect.

Carl Crow's account of the wan- 
derings of Master Kung make dou- 
bly interesting reading, for, as a 
background to the ,biographical 
sketch, there is a detailed history 
of China in those times. Master 
Kung’s views were based chiefly on 
contemporary conditions, although 
his simple rules of conduct and gov- 
ernment, elaborated into a rigid 
code by the passage of time, are as 
applicable today as then. He was a 
shrewd observer and a kindly judge 
of men; though sometimes he was 
caustic, as when he remarked, after 
a mediocre disciple achieved fame 
because he was Master Kung’s dis- 
ciple: “It just shows how far a 
horsefly can travel on the tail of 
a horse.” 

Master Kung not only first pro- 
mulgated the Golden Rule, but he 
lived up to it as consistently a» 
might anyone with a moderate 
quota of human failings, despite 
considerable buffeting at the hands 
of his fellow men.

NEW YORK, May 21.—The stock market took a few precautionary 
paces backward this week while deflation continued to pound away at 
prices of basic raw materials and foodstuffs, prolonging the wait of 
wholesale buyers for a solid base to resume operations. 

Although many were convinced things were shaping up for a busi- 
ness turn late in the summer,or autumn, stock market bulls generally 
held to a conservative policy. Some observers thought they detected 
signs of investment accumulation for the long pull in selective demand 
for certain industrial groups. But most stocks extended a recession 
from the April-May rally peaks while trading again shrank to a daily 
pace of less than 500,000 shares on the average. | 

Rail bonds and stocks encountered a sharp reversal in trading 
sentiment on prospects of indefinite delay, and possible elimination 
altogether at this session, of Federal legislation to broaden S E © 
lending powers so as to tide some of the weaker roads over their 
present financial troubles. 

Some previous backers of the leg- 
islation in Congress, it appeared, 
withdrew support in retaliation for 
the carriers move for a wage cut 
or made their approval contingent 
upon maintenance of present pay 
scales. Meanwhile, rail labor threat- 
ened a fight over the management 
bid for a cut in payrolls as a means 
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two years ago. 

Leaders Down Saturday. 
Dribbling declines throughout 
most of the week were further 
stressed in today’s brief stock mar- 
ket session when leading issues 
stepped down fractions to more 
than 2 points. 

The market had a few favorable 
news items to bolster it, including 
the action of the Senate Appropri- 
ations Subcommittee barring the 
use of Federal funds for municipal 
power plants in competition with 
private corporations. There also 
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for reorganization, to join the vast

Steel Prices Re-affirmed.. 

Stressed by some analysts as an 
obstacle to early resumption of 
trade was a widening disparity be- 
tween prices of raw materials and 
finished industrial products. The 
leading steel maker, Carnegie-Illi- 
nois Steel, chief operating unit of 
U. 8S. Steel, quoted to the trade gen- 
erally unchanged prices on finished 
stee]) products for the third quar- 
ter. 


Meanwhile, such key staples as 
scrap, wool tops, vheat, raw sugar,

Wall Street-Washington Peace. 

Whether this would prove to be 
a long step toward settling the 
TVA fight remained to be seen. 
Many in the financial district were 
hopeful it would remove another 
irritant in Government and busi- 
ness relations. The “harmony” 
theme beween business and Govern- 
ment also came in for stress in the 
get-together’ dinner between SEC 
leaders and the brokerage com- 
munity last night, marking the 
send-off for the new Martin regime 
at the Stock Exchange.

Firing broke out early in the morn- 
ing on all the hillsides surrounding 
the poor little town. From the tes- 
timony, Wenzel concluded that 
everybody—company guards, inde- 
pendent union men and United Mine 
Workers—took part. 

The fighting, he concluded, was 
the result of a sudden and unpro- 
voked raid on the United Mine 
Workers’ headquarters in an old 
church building. The company Was 
determined to resume operations 
even if this necessitated violence, 
he added. 

Not a shot was fired from the 
union meeting hall, reported Wen- 
gel, but it was here that Perry Ad- 
kins, a United Mine Worker, was 
killed. His death was described at 
the hearing by Marvin Williamson, 
a company witness and the man 
who fired the fatal shot. 

Company Man's Story. 

He said in part: 

“We came back down to the 
church house where the men had 
met there. ... It was daylight. You 
could see all right... . We started 
to go upstairs, and there was & 
man come out. 

“T saw this man that come out 
there, and I never spoke to him, 
and he didn’t speak to me. And 
about the time I got in+the door- 
way, why he kind of run past me 
or walked fast, dnd struck me with 
his body, kind of knocked me 
around a little bit..There was a 
rifle sitting over in the corner 
there, and I saw that he was trying 
to get to that rifle, and I called to 
him not to do that. I called a e 
or two. I don’t just remember 
whether I called more than once or 
not. And he paid no attention to 
me, and he grabbed the rifle, and 
when he brought it around in shoot- 
ing position, I fired.” 

“Did someone come down. the 
steps about that time,” he was 

asked, “with any firearms or any- 
thing of that sort?” 

“Yes, sir; I heard another. shot, 
fired my gun. I haa fired twice 
when I shot Mr, Adkins, right.im- 
mediately it fired again. It was an 
automatic, and I didn't intend for 
it to go off that time. And when I 
heard another shot fired, and [I 
looked up, and there was Avery 
Hill coming towards me with a 
rifle.” 

“Did he get shot there?” 

“Yes, sir.” 

“Who shot him?” 

“I shot him.” 

“He was not killed, though?” 

“No, sir.” 

Hill, like Adkins, was a member 
of the mine workers. 

“Go Ahead, We Will Pay.” 

The affray brought about the in- 
terverntion of National Guards, and 
the men went back to work under 
the old conditions. The death of 
Adkins checked. union activities, 
but the company now set out the 
reinforcement of its little army in 
dead earnest. Plans were made for 
the employment of 50 guards. 

“You go ahead and arrange with 
the men and we will pay you,” Hay, 
the company manager, told Sheriff 
Rowe. It was arranged secretly 
that this public official was to ob- 
tain funds from the Pikesville Bank 
whose president had assisted i the 
formation of the compan-’ union. 
He gave the bank his personal 
notes, and these were paid by the 
company, according to the Labor 
Board report. 

Sheriff Rowe admits that al- 
though notes frequently amounted 
to $1500, no accounting to respond- 
ent was made or requested,” Wen- 
zel stated, “and further admitted 
respondent partially paid his jail 
expenses. The guards at the mine 
were paid by Rowe from about Jan- 
uary, 1934, until they were put on 
the direct payroll of the respondent, 
and they \‘ere not discharged until 
April, 1937. 

“Witnesses testified that at times 
the number of guards was de- 
creased, but was immediately in- 
creased during a union membership 
campaign or when union wage scale 
arrangements with other mines 
were announced.” 

Munitions for Company. 

An “arsenal” for the guards was 
set up in the company’s office, and 
“machine gun nests” were estab- 
lished in the cupolas of the two 
mine head houses. The company 
obtained about a dozen rifles from 
its West Virginia mine, and pur- 
chased some Browning automatic 
rifles and large quantities of am- 
munition. - Two Thompson _  sub- 
machine guns were also procured. 

In describing the machine gun 
emplacements, Wenzel wrote: “Each 
cupola was equipped with a pow- 
erful searchlight on a pivet to pro- 
vide surveillance of the territory 
valley, roads and hillsides around 
the mine. The cupolas were steel 
lined and manned by armed guards. 
No other mine within miles is so 
fortified, and former guards testi- 
fied that each cupola had slots 
for rifles.” 

At the Labor Board hearing Hay 
first denied the purchase of a ma- 
chine gun. However, after Sheriff 
Rowe, who is no longer in office, 
testified that Hay had authorized 
such a purchase, the latter admit- 
ted that he knew there had been 
sub-machine guns at the mine, but

After this reception it was no 
surprise that the company refused 
to recognize the union committee 
and to sign the Appatachian and 
Big Sandy, agreement. Hay told 
Ratliff’s little group flatly that he 
would not recognize the United 
Mine Workers even if every com- 
pany worker were a member. 

As the union negotiators left, they 
were followed by two cars manned 
by guards, According to the testi- 
mony, this was a common com- 
pany practice, guards often menac- 
ing union men on ‘the highway as 
far off as Greenougn or Pikeville, 
the county seat. 

Meanwhile, the check-off system, 
by which the company deducts dues 
from wages, was inaugurated for 
the benefit of the “independent” 
uhion. Miners testified that they 
dared not vote against this because 
to do so would mark them as U M 
W A members or sympathizers. 

Intensive Guerrilla Campaign. 

This, however, was only the be- 
ginning of an intensive guerrilla 
campaign against all suspected 
“red necks.” Union men were 
given impossible or utterly un- 
healthy tasks; charges of careless- 
ness and inefficiency were trumped 
up, or. they were served, with a lay- 
off notice that every Semet-Solvay 
miner understood as a discharge. 
And these tactics were continued 
through 1937. 

Ralph Cassel, for example, was 
discharged and evicted from>-- his 
company-owned house after having 
worked in the mine for 30 years. 
Elmer Hill, who had worked there 
more than 12 years, was discharged 
because he obeyed a court summons 
to testify against a company guard. 
Walker Kinney was told to load 
@dal in a hole full of water. When 
he protested, he was given work 
that permitted him to earn only 
$1.59 a day. Carmel Campbell and 
his two sons were threatened with 
bodily siolence if they continued to 
come to work. 

Several men were dropped be- 
cause they refused to sign a peti- 
tion to the Labor Board, stating 
that 96 per cent of the miners be- 
longed to the “independent” and 
that no N LR B election was 
wanted in the mine. Others were 
discharged frankly because they 
refused to sign applications for 
membership in this dummy union, 
and still others were told quite 
openly to take their tools away 
because they had joined the Mine 
Workers, 

Survey of Wage Scale. 

An approximation of the mine's 
wage scale was obtained from the 
testimony of some of these men. 
One of them got as much as $160'a 
month. Many apparently got about 
$100, and not a few as little as 
$60 to $75 the month. Most of this 
was soon returned to the company 
in its roles of landlord and sto 
keeper. é, 

Many of the men who were or- 
dered reinstated with back pay 
were discharged in the. spring of 
1936. In addition to this reinstate- 
ment recommendation, Wenzel also 
suggested that the company  bé 
compelled to withdraw its recog- 
nition from the dummy union and 
to post notices informing its em- 
ployes that they are free to join 
the Mine Workers.

The duration or in- 
tensity of this pickup will depend 
not only on the present backlog, 
but also on the rate at which new 
permits issued will be added to the 
backlog during coming months.

Then, having made a kitten, a monkey, an ostrich and a cub 
of himself, in turn, he is a wise creature who discovers it for 
himself and goes back to his wife and a normal way of deport- 
ing himself. In such conditions it is well worth the while of his 
wife to have waited and helped him through the agony.

Jf you want to cook a certain 
cut of lamb that just about melts 
in your mouth, try a forequarter 
of lamb, but ask the butcher to 
trim and bone the shoulder for 
stuffing. Now the first procedure 
is to prepare the stuffing and 
that is done as follows: Six cups 
of soft bread crumbs, one-third 
cup of melted butter or any 
shortening your prefer, one tea- 
spoon of salt, one-half teaspoon 
of thyme, one tablespoon of fine- 
ly chopped celery, one tablespoon 
of finely chopped parsley and one 
cup of chopped mushrooms.

Municipal Stars Arrive— 
Director Means Jerome 
Kern “Score Is Good. 


ITH stars and even the authors 
arriving for first rehearsals of 
“Gentlemen Unfraid,” to open 
the twentieth anniversary season of 
Municipal Opera with a world pre- 
miere June 3, Musical Director 
George Hirst yesterday disclosed 
the first public glimpse of what 
the Jerome Kern score has to offer. 
Hirst, who recently returned from 
a flight to the Pacific Coast to 
consult the composer, reported 
almost exclusively in superlatives. 
He says there is more music in 
“Gentlemen Unafraid” than in any 
recent work ever produced at the 
Forest Park Theater. Further he 
declares it’s the best music Kern 
(“Show Boat,” “Roberta,” “The Cat 
and the Fiddle,” “Music in the Air”) 
has ever written. ) 
The authors, Oscar Hammerstein 
II and Otto Harbach, are to arrive 
tomorrow to co-operate with Pro- 
ductions Manager Richard Berger 
and Stage Director Zeke Colvan. 
First rehearsals by the stars, 
weather permiting, are to be held 


. Tuesday in the outdoor theater. 
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Discussing the score, Hirst grows 
enthusiastic on the interweaving 
of music not only with plot, but 
with characterization. He says the 
music has an integral share in the 
action ‘with the spoken line and, 
as well, reflects the personality of 


. the characters. He described it.as 


“typically Kern in charm and me- 
lodic line, yet deep and introspec- 
tive.” 

Of a dozen numbers, he picks 
out “How Would I Know” as the 
biggest in the show, if not, he in- 
sists, “the most extraordinary com- 
position I ever heard.” It comes 
at a high point of the story, which 
is laid at West Point at the out- 
break of the Civil War, and it calis 


' for the entire cast of more than 


100 voices. Ending with the dra- 
matic words, “I wish there were no 
more war,” it has such emotional 
force, Hirst says, that girls in the 
chorus, singing it in rehearsal, are 
visibly affeeted. 


HE title song of “Gentlemen 
Tonatcaia” is a semi-marching 

rhythmical number for the 
cadets. The operetta’s name was 
taken from the code of the military 
school. Two songs of sentimental 
vein are “Last Dance” and “Your 
Dream Is the Same as My Dream.” 
Other tunes which the director 
expects to.prove popular are “What 
Kind of Soldier Are You?” and 
“Little Zouave.” 

Kern has written especially for 
the world premiere a ballad called 
“Mr. Man.” There is a descriptive 
piece, “When You Hear That Hum- 
ming,” and a “Southern” number, 
“The Land of Good Time.” 

The composer has engaged in 
research and labor to obtain au- 
thentic thematic material for this 
operetta of the 1860s. He has 
interspersed the score with some 
original songs of the Civil War 
days, and his own work, says 
Hirst has been carefully thought 
out. 

Hirst, with his associate, Jacob 
Schwartzdorf, has been strénuous- 
ly rehearsing the new Kern .score 
with the mixed singing chorus daily 
for more than two weeks at the 
Shubert Theater, while, at the 
American Theater, Ballet Master 
Adolphus has been putting his 
charges through a program of orig- 
inal routines for “Gentlemen Un- 
afraid.” 

Adolphus designed the choreo- 
graphy, which has the personal ap- 
proval of Kern and of Hammer- 
stein. The dances blend with the 
pace and development of the plot. 
There will be a Southern dance 
and a “Virginia Hoe Down,” in 
which the entire company figures, 


‘and a Zouave drill for the 24 danc- 


ing girls in double quick.

Great Page of History 
Unblemished in Movies 


By Ellwood Douglass 


GREAT page in history has 

been made into a fine moving 

picture in “Yellow Jack,” at 
Loew's, It is a page that tells of 
heroes, of that rare Promethean 
breed who have stolen fire from 
Olympus to light mankind on its 
way and, from the days of Homer 
and of Moses, to warm the hearts 
of men. 

This is a large word, “heroes,” 
yet not too big for the handful of 
extraordinary microbe hunters, and 
of beautifully ordinary men, whose 
fantastic disregard of their own 
lives solved the riddle of yellow 
fever, wiped it out of a pest-ridden 


island in 90 days, and, in 35 years, 


has nearly wiped it off the face of 
the earth. And it is gratifying to 
report that the movie shows both 
their utter heroism and their utter 
commonness, wholly ‘in the spirit 
of the words of E. H. Blakeney 
with which Paul de Kruif keyed the 
story on which the picture is based: 

“The gods are frankly human, 
sharing in the weaknesses of man- 
kind, yet not untouched with a halo 
of divine Romance.” 

Now romance in Hollywoed ordi- 
narily means something quite dif- 
ferent, and Hollywood's sort of ro- 
mance—desperately resisted, of 
course, in De Kruif’s.account, and 
later in the play which Sidney 
Howard wrote in collaboration with 
him—simply had to go’ into the

been a great man so long that 

his greatness has been forgiven 
by virtually everyone with or- 
dinary opportunity, in books or in 
the theater, to get used to it. That 
is true of his historic, hardly ever 
of his current greatness—perhaps 
never at any moment of the last 
two decades, as demonstrated every 
time a new Shaw play, or converse- 
ly an old one, is presented.

of Eastern Portion. 


When one considers that mere 
passage through the Canadian 
Rockies gives full view of over 600 
miles of eth ng mountains. 
Many persons going to or returning 
from the Pacific will doubt- 
less look well into the matter. 
Those with little time on their 
hands may get a glimpse of Banff, 
Yoho, Kootenay national parks by 
spending four or six days, spying 
out that “50 Switzerlands in one” 
or with a more generous breathing 
space may spend the entire summer 
and not be wearied at the infinite 
variety. 

Going west at Calgary one catches 
a glimpse of the granite barrier 
which is the Canadian Rockies. 
Along a narrow river winds the 
train. until suddenly one ig in the 
midst of peaks, gray and purple 
shadowed, with the little town of 
Banff nestled in the broad valley. 

Trails lead up the green-clad 
Sulphur Mountain and none may 
worry that the sure-footed cayuse 
will not take even the greatest 
novice to the top and safely down 
again. Motor roads wind round 
Tunnel Mountain, crossing and re- 
crossing the gay Bow River, and 
then lead on to Lake Louise. John- 
son Canyon is visited on the way 
past Castle Mountain, eight miles 
of rock bearing all the lineaments 
of a medieval fortress. Higher 
grow the peaks, now snow-crowned, 
until glorious Mount Temple ap- 
pears to bar the way. Down dips 
the road to Lake Louise Station 
and then up and up, until Lake 
Louise poppies wave in the breeze 
along a rushing torrent and the 
glorious mass of Victoria Glacier 
shows through the trees. And then, 
bursts upon the eye the loveliest 
lake in the world, Louise, named 
for Victoria’s daughter. At any 
time a picture which fills the heart 
and soothes tired nerves, but at 
sun-up and sun-down, almost too 
beautiful to gaze upon. Here, too, 
trails lead to the higher spots, with 
singing birds, whistling marmots 
,and the scent of gay flowers and 
“drifting pine needles assaulting the 
senses, 


Great Divide. 

From Louise a motor road crosses 
the Great Divide where a_ tiny 
stream divides to form three rivers 
and down below is the turbulent 
Kicking Horse River. Across it and 
up to Yoho Valley, twisting and 
turning until the end is reached, 
passage barred by the great fall of 
glacier water which is the 1200-foot 
drop of Takakkaw Falls. Back 

to the Kicking Horse and 
along the lovely Snow Peak avenue 
to Emerald Lake. Here one will 
naturally start comparison with 
Louise—it is indeed a moot ques- 
tion as to which is the more beau- 
tiful. 

Jasper National Park, one-of the 
premier recreation territories in 
this, section, has been known to 
travelers for 150 years. The section 
was named for Jasper Hawes, the 
first white man to settle here, Ma- 
ligne Lake, the largest body of 
water here, is stocked with rainbow 
trout. Deer, elk, caribou and small 
animals abound, Hundreds of 
mountain have never been 
scaled and still hundreds remain 
to be named, ~“ 

Entraining again at Field or per- 
haps farther on to Golden the 
traveler passes the valley of the 
Columbia River, on into the Sel- 
kirks and down, down along the 
Thompson and Fraser canyons into 
Vancouver, a thriving city from 
whence great white ships sail for 
the Orient, and the gay steamers 
which ply between Vancouver, Vic- 
toria and Seattle. It is a lovely sail 


over Puget Sound, giving a short 
time in which to catch a glimpse of 
the old world city of Victoria, and 
many a traveler will throw over his 
through ticket and stay on and on 
at the sea-grit island whose charms 
and unexpectedness are never ex- 
hausted. 
Citadel of Quebec. 

An entirely different picture is 
presented by Eastern Canada. Three 
hundred and fifty feet above the 
Saint Lawrence stands the ancient 
citadel of Quebec on Cap Diament.

kept until they mended: their ways 
are standing open. The old flogging 
triangle where even more severe 
punishment was meted -out has 
been moved to the Dominion mu- 
seum at Ottawa. 

Grass clothed with the ugly 
snouts of obselete guns gazing 
down the river, and with the Union 
Jack floating where once the Lilies 
of France gave challenge to Brit- 
ish ships, is the citadel of Quebec 
—a monument to the days, please 
God, which shall never come again 
to this continent, 


The wonder is that without ever) 


having seen the land of Acadie, 
Longfellow could so well have de- 
scribed the lovely countryside in his 
epic poem, Evangeline. Even the 
metre fits the slow, drowsy days of 
summer. As one enters Digby Cut, 
the marshes, the red clay beds of 
rivers, Blomidon to the east are 
still there and the soft breeze from 
the Bay of Fundy causes the pines 
jand the hemlocks still to murmur. 
Following the Expulsion of the 
Acadians in 1755 came many fam- 
ilies from Massachusetts and Con- 
necticut, rebuilding the ruined 
farms. Apple orchards and cherry 
trees were planted and today all 
over the Annapolis valley are great 
fruit farms. Fields of clover clothe 
the gentle slopes which rise from 
the beds of gurgling streams, and 
even the rush and hurry of modern 
motors seems not to disturb the 
gentle air of the land. From the 
verandah of The Pines at Digby 
can be seen the jagged coast line 
of Fundy, the rise and fall of its 
great tide. Down toward Yarmouth 
in the Clare country are many a 
family of Acadians who after many 
years have returned to the land of 
their fathers, and the housewife sits 
on her verandah when the day’s 
work is done placidly weaving rugs 
and blankets. 

Longfellow made Nova Scotia live 
for most of us in our school days— 
the province by the sea is as sweet 
and clean as any picture he brought

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This new coastal park, the first 
of its kind to be created, has as yet 


no roads down the sandy, ‘wind- 
swept “banks” which make ,up the 
more than 100 square miles. The 
only way to reach Cape Hatteras 
or to see these narrow strips of 
sand created by wind and waves, 
is to drive along the beach at low 
tide. This natural highway is a 
stretch of beach which at low tide 
is packed hard and smooth. Roads 
will be built later if the Park Serv- 
ice can devise some easy way of 
keeping the sand from drifting over 
them and forming dunes. 
Wind-Swept Banks. 

Geologists rate these mountains 
among the oldest in the world, 
much older than the Alps or Pyre- 
nees. There are a number of peaks 
that tower to a height of five or 
six thousand feet. ‘While most of 
these peaks are heavily wooded due 
to the fact that there is no timber 
line in the Southern: ApplacHian 
Mountains, some of the peaks iare 
“balds,” being covered with 
No one has Been able to explain 
these “bald grounds,” as they’ are 
called by mountaineers. Large 
areas of these mountaing are cov- 
ered with thickets of rhododendron, 
laurel and azalea. In the spring 
these sections are masses of red, 
pink and purple. 

Owing to the protection, the wild- 
life in the park has been steadily 
increasing. Black bear, deer, 
grouse, rabbits and squirrels are 
plentiful. Golden eagles, northern 
ravens, falcon, wild turkeys and 
many varieties of smaller song 
birds are also found here, Fishing 
is permitted in the 600 miles of 
streams. Brook and rainbow trout 
are found in the upper reaches. 
Small-mouth bass are found in the 
larger creeks and rivers in the 
lower elevations. 

A motor road leads from the 
Cherokee Indian Reservation up ‘to 
Newfound Gap and the etate line 
where it reaches an altitude of 5000 
feet. More imposing views may 
be had from the Skyway which ex- 
tends along the crest of the moun- 
tains from Newfound Gap to Cling- 
man’s Donie, reaching an altitude 
of more than 6000 feet. A . large 
parking area is here and a foot 
trail about -half a mile long leads 
to the summit of peak, the highest 
in the park. 

The outstanding festival in North 
Carolina is the Rhododendron Fes- 
tival celebrated during the week of 
June 13 at Asheville. It is staged 
when the flowering royal purple 
rhododendron in the mountains is 
at the height of its bloom. Parades, 
pageants, and balls are part of the 
celebration. Other summer’ events 
will be the “Lost Colony’ presenta- 
tion at Fort Raleigh, Roanoake Is- 
land, during July and August, and 
the eleventh annual Mountain Folk 
Music and Dancing Festival at 
Asheville Aug. 4-6.

OZARKS ATTRACTIVE 
10 SEEKERS OF QUET 


Rolling Hills and Simple Land- 
scape Conducive to 
Rest. 


For the vacationist whom time 
does not allow an extended holiday 
there is a picturesque séction in 
Southwestern Missouri which has 
become an extensive resort spot. 
Country: quiet among rolling hills 
and wooded slopes, clear riyers and 
lakes stocked with fish. may all be 
found in the Ozarks. 

Back in the early days French 
hunters and explorers found Indian 
tribes: who went about constantly 
armed with bows and arrows. They 
were “aux arcs” and phonetic spell- 
ing gave the region the name which 
it bears today. Through the turbu- 
lent days of the Civil War when 
Missouri was torn between two 
loyalties the ‘Ozarks figured prom- 
inently. A simple monument marks 
the Compromise line and the bul- 
jet scarred tavern still. stands where 
one of the principal battles of the 
war was fought. 

Natural Caverns. 

Underground caverns are some 
of the natural. wonders of the re- 
gion. Here the patient deposits of 
underground rivers have built 
strange formations of stalactites 
and stalagmites, Marvel Cave at 
Notch has a number of rooms, the 
largest of them being 200 feet high. 
Liberty Bell, Giant's Shoes and 
Necklace are a few of the aptly 
named. formations. Missouri Cay- 
erns at Leasburg is*best known-for 
its onyx formations; These colors 
range from pure white through 
gray green, orange, vermilion and 
black. Live Oak, King’s Canopy 
and Lost River are some of the in- 
teresting sights seen here. ‘ 

The Lake of the Ozarks, formed 
by the construction of Bagnell Dam, 
is said to be one of the finest 
bodies of water in this section. Its 
indented shore line which extends 
up into the foothills of this section 


sorts dot its shores and fishing, 
swimming and boating are possible. 
Shepherd of Hills 

Taneycomo was formed by a dam 
built across the White River, Near 
here is one of the most picturesque 
sections of the Ozarks. The de- 
scendants of the characters who 
figured in Harold Bell Wright's 
“Shepherd of.the Hills,” Dewey 
Bald, Inspiration Point, and Old 
Matt’s Cabin are still visited by 
tourists. Wild fiowers bloom un- 
disturbed here, In the spring dog- 
wood lifts its dazzling white against 
the darker green of cedars, Dog- 
tooth violets and white blooms of 
bloodroot carpet the woods. ..Wild | 
turkey and deer abound and’ quail 
are plentiful during open seasons.

The great 
thaw left the Wisconsin River 
cutting its way southwest through 
sandstone cliffs to the Mississippi 
River. Thirty thousand years of 
water, wind and weather have 
wrought the change in the cliffs, 
many of which have assumed 
strange and fantastic shapes. The 
river reflects the rich reds, yellows, 
purples and browns of the bluffa 
and the living green of the upper 
banks. One passes such  well- 
known formations as the Sugar 
Bowl, Chimney Rock, Hawk's 
Bill, and Steamboat Rock. ' 
Congress Hall of the Lower Dells 
is typical of the canyons and 
chasms. One enters it from the 
river side. The floor is level; 
sheer stone walls ,overgrown with 
moss and fern rise to treé-topped 
ledges far above. »Déep, _ silent, 
lighted only by tree-filtered rays 
of the sun this spot is like a 
cathedral. |

With the many thousands of 
acres set aside as wild life refuges, 
the Wisconsin Conservation De- 
partment has announced that 590 
islands in the 
waters have been established as 
“human refuges.” These unde 
veloped, water - bound retreats, 
varying in size from less than one 
acre to 12 acres, are now per- 
manéntly reserved for the enjoy- 
ment of fishermen, picknickers and 


The islands, many of them 
heavily wooded, are now a part of 
the State’s extensive system of 
parks and forests and will be pre- 
served in their natural state for 
recreational purposes. Some of 
them are of easy access, altnough 
many are truly wild and uncivi- 
lized retreat. 

The Federal Government for- 
merly held title to all these 
“human refuges.” In 1912 Con- 
gress granted to the State all un- 
surveyed and unallotted islands in 
what is rougly the northern third 
of Wisconsin. Recent action of 
the Wisconsin Legislature halted 
private leasing of the lands with 
the exception of tnose previously 
improved. , 

The islands which constitute the 
“human refuge” lie in Wisconsin 
water north of a line drawn from 
St, Croix Falls east to the tip 
of Door-country peninsula. They 
include .all islands except those 
previously leased or sold and those 
upon which improvements have

That speed demon of another generation. 
Barney Oldfield, has said: “There are not 
over six drivers with whom I would drive 
gt 60 miles an hour.” Supporting his strik- 
ing observation, are the conclusions of Dr. 
louis L. Thurstone, former president of the 
American Psychological Association, pro- 
jssor of psychology at the University of 
Chicago. By hundreds of field and labora- 
tory experiments, Dr. Thurstone has proved 
that the speeder who thinks he is good be- 
couse he has escaped serious accident, is 
oly lucky. He can’t be good, because his 
eyes and mind are unable to function at 
the pace he sets. 

At those inclined to scoff at the slogan: 
Suicide at 60, Dr. Thurstone’s book, “Safe 
Driving,” is particularly directed. His con- 


dusions, drawn from cool experimentation 
on street and highway, are reduced from 
sientific terminology to lay phrases by J. 
R. Hamilton. 

“Even those daredevil drivers employed 
in the taking of the speed pictures (with 
which the book is illustrated) found their 
dtitudes toward driving completely changed 
when they became aware of the fact that 
their own limitations were just as definite- 
ly fixed as those of others,” the authors 
cmmented. Why? Because Dr. Thurstone 
demonstrated scientifically that physical 
and mental limitations common to all flesh, 
tise an insurmountable barrier to safe and 
sone driving at 60 miles an hour. And a 
mile c minute has become the pace of a 
action on wheels. 

As he leaves the highway and moves 
into traffic, the psychologist arrives at the 
sobering conclusion that: “The life of 
every human being on foot is in the hands 
of the driver at the wheel, even at a most 
considerable distance and at a most mod- 
erate speed.” 


Only the literally “natural” hazards have 


been considered by the scientist in his re- 
search. Limitations of drivers on the high- 
way is discussed in one section of the book; 
limitations of both drivers and pedestrians 
in traffic are the subjects in another. Added 
dangers of blowout or mechanical mishap 
ame ignored. 

"On the highway most accidents occur 
through the driver's ignorance of the limita- 
tions of human vision,” Dr. Thurstone con- 
cludes. “In crowded traffic lanes, accidents 
lo drivers cre due more to ignorance of hu- 
man limitations in responding effectively to 
tituations near at hand. Accidents to pe-
